Steel Prospects 


Survey of the steel mills at 
Fontana will be undertaken by a 
committee of the Los Angeles 
chamber of commerce to deter- 
mine whether the supply of the 
metal may be increased and the 
cost .redueed,,,.it.asvas .anjounced 
today. 

The survey is being made by a 
steel committee of the chamber’s 
industrial development group and 
a three-fold inquiry was planned 
at its first meeting, as follows; 

1. To determine whether the 
new steel mills at Fontana and 
at Geneva, Utah, can be depend- 
ed upon to operate in the postwar 
period under private ownership. 

2. To learn what changes in 
these facilities will be necessary 
to enable them to supply peace- 
time requirements of western steel 
fabricating plants, 

8. To ascertain what other 
steps will be required to furnish 
iower priced steel for, western fab- 
ricators and steel. product manu- 
facturers. 

Alden Roach, president of Con- 
solidated Steel Corp., is chairman 
of the surveying -group,- and W. 
A. Buehler, general manager of 
the Buehler Tank» and Welding 
Works at Cucamonga, is a com- 
mittee member. 

One of the first moves of the 
new committee will be to attend 
the steel conference of the newly 
formed Western States council at 
Salt Lake City February 12 and 
13, 

Action also is expected to be 
taken to recommend to congress 
a program to transfer titles of 
Fontana and Geneva to private 
ownership to enable the two mills 
to operate in the west’s peacetime 
economy. 

Congress is required to act on 
such programs under surplus prop- 
erty disposal laws. 

Surveys will be provided show- 
ing comparative freight rates to 
different western markets, types 
of products in demand and mar- 
kets that reasonably may be ex- 
pected to prevail in the postwar 
era.

Next Monday evening at 8 o’- 
clock, Erika Mann, who has dedi- 
cated herself to the destruction of 
Naziism, will speak at the Chaffey 
civic auditorium on “The Crisis in 
Nationalism.” 


For 10 years Miss Mann has 
fought totalitarianism. More pro. 
foundly than most observers, she 
has understood that fascist poli- 
cies mean perpetual war, profits 
to the few and oppression of 
whole populations, leading to ter- 
rorism and deep-laid plans for 
world domination. 

Through her lec’ ures, books and 
shortwave broadcasts to the peo- 
ples of Europe, she has fought the 
battle for freedom and democracy. 

Her lectures interpret realisti- 
cally and vividly in human as well 
as in ideological terms the full 
significance of the totalitarian 
threat to our world and our way 
of life. 

Miss Mann has said that when 
victory has been won, she hopes 
the mistakes of Versailles will not 
be repeated. 

She wants to see an interna- 
tional organization with the Unit- 
ed States among its members em- 
powered to enforce its decisions. 

She hopes, too, that Germany 
will not again be ruined econom- 
ically, because, she says, that is 
what gave rise to Naziism after 
the first world war. But she be-
